I REMEMBER reading a book several years ago 







For instance, he contends that someone too lazy 


to go to the spring every time he wanted a drink 
invented the pump. Then a still lazier man piped 
water into his house. Someone weary of walking 
made the first wagon, and men too lazy to harness 
horses built the first automobile. Even scientific

laws were discovered by persons too lazy to figure | 


things out without them. 

Such a view makes us smile. But there is a 
kernel of truth underneath. The author is really 
counseling us good-naturedly to stop fretting and 
fussing so much, to stop trying to do things the 
hard way. 

Most busy people consider doing nothing a 
wicked waste of time. Busy bees are generally 
commended and drones condemned. 

But there is a great difference between a lazy 
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drone and an alert dreamer. There is a great differ- 
ence between laziness and quiet contemplation. 

I used to sit down at my typewriter in the morn- 
ing and try to turn out so many words in so many 
hours. That is what the books advise. I was able 
to produce the words, but they did not fall to- 
gether into stories and articles filled with feeling 
and value. 

Then I learned to sit for a while each morning, 
about fifteen minutes, waiting in silence before 
starting my work. I thought of God as the source 
of all ideas and as the creator of everything, and 
I asked Him to express Himself through me. I 
waited, and out of the silence feelings and ideas 
and phrases came to me. An eagerness to put them 
down on paper came too. 

There is a story by Edward Everett Hale about 
a little girl who had a habit of running into a 
chapel near the field where she played to talk to 
God. After she talked a bit she would remain per- 
fectly still a few minutes, “ ‘waiting,’ she said, ‘to 
see if God wanted to say anything’ to her.” 

Of course God had something to say to her. She 
did not hear any words but greater happiness 
welled up in her heart and all her life forever 
after was richer and fuller. Whenever we talk 
to God and then listen He says something to us, 
perhaps not in words or in conscious thought; 
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but a message comes that in due course finds defi- 
nite expression in our life. 

H. Emilie Cady in Lessons in Truth says: “ ‘Sit- 
ting in the silence’ is not merely a sort of lazy 
drifting. It is a passive, but a definite, waiting 
upon God.” 

The practice of the silence leads to power and 
increased productivity. Whatever you have to do, 
whether housework or farmwork, factory work or 
office work, handwork or brainwork, you can get 
more done more efficiently and with less effort if 
you take some time out every day to do nothing 
but wait in silence on the Lord. 

If you are one of the many with more to do 
than time to do it in, “too busy to breathe,” or if 
you have so little to do that time hangs heavily 
on your hands, resolve now to set aside a definite 
time every day for doing just what the little girl 
did, taking time to talk to God and waiting for 
His answer. You may not sense any answer at 
first, but there will be an answer, and if you keep | 
on you will know what it is. 

It. may not be easy to take time to do nothing 
in the passive-active way that accomplishes things. 
It may seem easier to keep forever busy or to loaf 
idly along. But with daily practice it becomes not 
only easy but delightful. Vigor of body and mind 
and exultation of spirit come out of it. 
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fi- You have heard the story of the man who sat 








up half the night worrying, when suddenly God 
whispered to him, “Go to bed now and let Me 
sit up and do the worrying.” 

In the same way God is saying: ‘Sit down and 
relax and let Me work. Let Me show you how we 
can work together.” 

The rush and confusion and worry of our days 
are like the wind and earthquake and fire that 
raged around Elijah on the mountain. God was 
not in the wind or the earthquake or the fire. But 
when they had subsided there was a “still small 
voice,” and Elijah heard God. 

Sit down today some time, somehow, no matter 
how busy you are. Do nothing but wait on God. 
You will find confusion leaving your thinking, 
you will feel a sense of inner peace and quietness, 
you will hear the “still small voice” of God. 

As you practice waiting on the Lord you will 
be renewed, you will be able to do what needs to 
be done with more power and energy and ability, 
for you will not be working alone any more. You 
will be working with God!

REE WILL in man is his right of choice. As 
applied to his relation to God, it means 


that he has the privilege of choosing 
whether he will recognize and observe the divine 
law or try to live independently. He can enter into 
and live the life universal, where life and liberty 
and all other good things are provided for his 
welfare, or he can restrict himself to the limita- 
tions that he thinks are necessary to him as an in- 
dividual, separate from God and from his fellow 
man. 

The only freedom is in Spirit. The boasted free- 
dom of the personal proves always to be hard 
bondage. This is the great lesson that the race is 
learning. Many men ignore God. They try to es- 
tablish what they call religious and political free- 
dom, but in the end they will find that they have 
overlooked true liberty. 

You may turn on a light in a dark room, but if 
you shut your eyes, the light is of no use to you. 
You are in possession of infinite forces for good, 
but they are useless, so far as you are concerned, 
until you take them and put them to practical use. 
God in you is life and light, purity and wholeness. 
It is for you to conform your thoughts and your 
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words to this truth, instead of letting them 
roam, while your soul is starving for the nourish- 
ing, satisfying word of God—good. 

When Paul was taken before Festus, he said, 
“I appeal unto Cesar.” If instead of appealing to 
Cesar he had appealed to God, he would have 
been set free and would have escaped a long 
period of imprisonment. A similar mistake is 
often made by other persons. There comes a time 
in the life of each one when he must look to some 
source for freedom from undesirable conditions; 
too often, instead of looking to God, he appeals 
to Cesar. Thus instead of finding freedom he 
brings himself into still greater bondage. 

Be still and witness the salvation of the Lord. 
Doubtless you know that this stillness in the place 
of the Most High is not mental torpor but a quiet 
intensity that neither affirms nor denies in words, 
that holds itself in an equipoise of spiritual se- 
curity. 

When Spirit shows you that you are free, it 
means that you are free. The reality is in the 
realm of Spirit, and the outer must fall into line 
if you hold to Spirit. That is sense consciousness 
which makes you believe that you go down into 
the depths, after an illumination. The fact is you 
always go higher. Because you do not remain in 
the illumination, you think that you have fallen 
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when you realize the depths of sense. But that 
realization shows that you have attained a clearer 
understanding of the real situation. 

To be made free from any mortal limitation, 
ask the Spirit of truth within you for light and 
dominion.Then act on its inspiration. Never cut 
off your freedom by fearing that it will not be 
demonstrated in the outer. On the other hand, 
rejoice that you are free in Spirit and in Truth. 

If there is anything you feel that you ought to 
do, yet fear to do, do that thing. The doing will 
set you wonderfully free. You might affirm power 
and ability always, but until you put your power 
and ability to use you remain bound. Take your 
freedom, give thanks for it, glory in it, and use it. 
There is no other way. Do it now. Do not put 
off your day of salvation. 

Lose sight of self, and begin to consider what 
you can do for others. Do everything you can 
think of that will bring the light of Truth to 
those who are waiting for it. Interest yourself in 
spiritual work, so that you will do it freely, spon- 
taneously. 

There is a saying that the man who hesitates is 
lost. We do not believe in being lost, but the one 
who hesitates certainly is handicapping himself 
if he allows the -habit of hesitating to become 
fixed. 





“Where he leads me, I will follow,” does not 
mean to go back to Galilee, but to follow in the 
mental and spiritual steps of Jesus. By following 
Him we attain the same place that He attained: 
the consciousness of God. To do this, it is necessary 
to take on His attitude of mind, realizing not only 
His power but His meekness. Jesus said, “All 
authority hath been given unto me” and “I am 
meek and lowly in heart.” 


People in general think of dominion as being 
the result of power, but the fact. is that many 
things enter into the realization of dominion. 
There must be a consciousness of freedom, for 
power will not find expression if it is declared by 
one who is bound by limited ideas. One could 
make some very trying experiences for oneself by 
declaring power without declaring freedom to 
express it. Power is a faculty in man, and it is nec- 
essary to man’s well-being that he express it. If 
we fail to exercise a certain amount of mastery, 
we do not demonstrate health of body or of fi- 
nances. Some people say, “God has given us the 
spirit of power’; but they do not say it with con- 
viction. If you feel weak, your voice and your 
word will express that condition. It is possible 
for one to screw oneself to the sticking point by a 
statement of Truth. Deny the things of which you 
are afraid, and affirm your dominion and power.
